Britain’ S Plan—Case To v. N. 
But Won't Surrender Mandate

YNDON—The planned submission of the Palestine controversy 
to the United Nations does not mean that the British Government 
intends to relinquish its mandate, it was declared here by Foreign 
Minister Ernest Bevin at a conference of several hundred outstand- 


ing leaders of the British Labor 

Although Mr. Bevin merely — 
stated that the new development 
was not to be interpreted as an 
implication of British intention to 
surrender the mandate and with- 
draw from the Holy Land, the 
declaration was interpreted here 
as corroborating an earlier state- 
men@ by a Foreign Office spokes- 
man that Britain would insist on 
maintaining trusteeship over Pal- 
estine even in the event the issue 
were submitted to the United Na- 
tions. 


The Sunday Times reported 
that the Arab States will submit 
a proposal to the U.N. for the im- 
mediate establishment of an in- 
dependent Palestine state under 
a constitutional government. Pal- 
estine Arabs allegedly indicated 
to Bevin that if independence 
were granted, they would be pre- 
pared to conclude a twenty-five 
year treaty of friendship and al- 
liance with Great Britain. 


An authoritative Jewish Agen- 
cy spokesman told the JTA that 
while the Zionists would have 
preferred to settle the problem 
through direct negotiations with 
the British, they were prepared to 
fight the case before the United 
Nations. He said that although 
the Agency might be invited to 
present its views, it would prob- 
ably argue its case through a 
friendly state, which was the 
practice it followed at the League 
of Nations.

WARSAW — When Bertold 


Gross, Nazi liquidator of the Jew- 
ish ghetto in Kosow, Galacia, 
proceeded with his daily chores 
one day last week in the town of 
Jelenia Gora, he little dreamt 
that his face had never been for- 
gotten by a Jewish woman whose 
child he ordered buried alive in a 
mass grave. 


The child had been seized from 
the arms of the woman by force 
and while the Nazis were taking 
the victim to the mass grave, the 
mother vowed to avenge the 
crime if she survived. 

While walking on the street of 
Jelenia Gora she saw a man who 
resembled the liquidator of the 
Koslow Ghetto. At first he denied 
his identity. But when questioned 
by the police, he admitted he was 
the man responsible for the li- 


quidation of 4,000 Jews. Gross 
will soon go on trial. .

LITTLE birdie came to see me the other day, when the news 
first came out-of Bevin’s: plan to admit 100,000 Jews into 
Palestine in two years. “Tell me frankly, as a Zionist,’ said the 
birdie, “would you favor the immediate admission of 100,000?” I 
answered most emphatically in the affirmative. “Where would they 
be placed?” asked the little birdie. “I’d rather see them have their 
troubles in Palestine than in the DP camps” I said, and I added: 
“The Jews of America will then have to raisé not'170 million but 
250 million to tide them over.” 

The little birdie was not satisfied with my reply. We discussed 
the situation. I said that judging by Marshall’s first statement to 
the press it was quite likely he had used his influence with the 
British government to prevent any large military action in Pales- 
tine. The little birdie disagreed with me: No, it is that good Laborite 
friend of ours, Creech-Jones who was getting us all that deal. 

The little birdie was a Labor Zionist. The conversation took 
place when the details of the Bevin Plan were still unknown and 
the inferences among our optimists were that we were getting some 
thing like real autonomy in an adequate part of Palestine which 
would lead to eventual sovereignty. 

* * * 

SO NOW WE HAVE IT. We were fooled by Attlee once, when 
he asked for a joint Anglo-American Committee; we were fooled the 
second time last summer when the impression was allowed to be 
created that Britain was ready to give us a Jewish state in a sub- 
stantial part of Palestine if we only asked for it and got American 
support; we were now fooled for the third time. The offer we re- 
ceived from the British Government is exactly the same they wanted 
the Anglo-American Committee to adopt as a recommendation— 
but the Committee did not; it is the Morrison-Grady Plan which they 
later tried to represent as an implementation of the Anglo-American 
Report. In brief it consists of the liquidation of Zionism for the 
price of admitting 100,000 Jews into Palestine. 

“We were fooled” is a movement in which the whole must take 
responsibility for its representatives. But there were some of our 
leaders who were not fooled but whose counsels did not prevail. 
Silver and Neumann were not fooled. Sneh was not fooled. Nor 
was Ben-Gurion. I doubt if even Weizmann was fooled. Who then 
was fooled? 

Nahum Goldmann was fooled, and helped to fool others. Hayim 
Greenberg was fooled. Berl Locker was fooled. Stephen Wise was 
fooled. The leaders of Hadassah were fooled. And they dragged 

_the movement with them, although it was obvious that the majority 
of Zionists in America and the majority of Palestine Jews were not 
as credulous as they. 

Silver and Neumann warned that the Anglo-American Commis- 
sion was merely a delaying device which would paralyze our political 
activity in this country for four months. Silver refused to appear 
before the Commission. Silver and Neumann considered the action 
of the Jewish Agency Executive meeting in Paris last summer in 
proposing partition as a blunder of the first order. They were 
opposed to participation in the London Conference. Sneh was with 
them. Most of the delegates of the Mapai (dominant labor party in 
Palestine) were with them. The Ahdut haavodah (dissident Mapai 
group) was with them. 

« “ « 

WHO THEN favored participation in the London Conference 
without conditions? ~ 

The leadership of Mapai with the exception of Ben-Gurion; 
Nahum Goldman; most of the Labor Zionists outside of Palestine; 
Hadassah; Weizmann. 

There is a certain amount of logic in Weizmann’s position which 
is also taken by Eliezer Kaplan, the Treasurer of the Jewish Agency 
and one of the ablest leaders of Mapai. It is a position which says: 
get everything you can out of peaceful negotiations and keep on 
working until you will defeat the plan of the British Government 
by sheer achievement, and do as little fighting as possible. 

This is not a position that appeals to most Jews either in Pales- 
tine or in America, but it makes sense. What does not make sense 
is the position of Nahum Goldmann, Berl Locker and Hayim Green- 
berg. They seemed to think that we could get a viable Jewish state 
in an adequate area of Palestine just for the asking, but that it was 
the wicked Silver who won't let us do the asking and that’s why we 
are not getting it. © 

e unfortunate part of it is fevee- this stupid idea gained ad- 
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herents among people in the Zionist leadership in this country who 
have always opposed the. timidity.of the world Zionist leadership 
and who have always fought Weizmann but who joined the hue and 
cry out of sheer personal hatred for Silver. These people have but 
a small following among. the rank and file, but. they are articulate 
and they can get a hearing. i 


* <*” * 


PERHAPS SILVER has been wrong in-the way he handled 
these people. Perhaps their personal grievances are justified. Per- 
haps their complaints against the ZOA. are justified. But-what has 
it all to do with the issue? In evafuating the political situation. Sil- 
ver and Neumann have proven to be right, over and over again. If 
Solomon Goldman were to criticize the Silver administration: on in- 
ternal matters, he’d have a case. But. the way he went at him, ac- 
cusing him of promoting terror in Palestine, he does not deserve a 
hearing by the public. When Robert Szold, a- lifelong opponent of 
Weizmann, falls for the canard that we are ‘getting -partition be- 
cause the London Times had an editorial, then something is wrong 
either with Robert Szold’s judgment or with the general atmosphere 
in which such judgments could be formed. 


Something is wrong with the Zionist movement when at such a 
critical stage, personal animosities and party rivalries could obscure 
the real issue. The little birdie who came to see me the other day 
reflected the worst and the most stupid there is in the parochial and 
partisan spirit obtaining in the Labor Zionist ranks. Labor Zionist 
spokesmen like to take a holier-than-thou attitude towards American 
Zionist leaders. The fact is that there is plenty of nonsense on both 
sides. Ben-Gurion is inclined personally to agree with Silver and 
Neumann on the political analysis. Yet he opposed the convening 
of the Zionist Congress in the United States but took it to Basle 
and is opposed to convening the Actions Committee in the United 
States. Why? Fear of Silver’s influence in this country. 


IN PALESTINE the Mapai leadership has become staid and 
stale with office. Healthy criticism within the ranks is suppressed. 
A group of honest clear-minded Zionist Socialists was forced out of 
the party to form a group of their own “Ahdut ha-avoda,” and their 
leaders are quietly maligned in a whispering camapign. It all 
reached me via the little birdie. 

It is a sad state in which we have to face the new and unfamiliar 
procedure of pleading our case before the United Nations. I am not 
yet convinced that the present American Zionist leadership which 
has made tremendous strides forward in Zionist statesmanship in 
this country, has progressed far enough to be able to cope with the 
situation intelligently. The ZOA represents the most vigorous Zion- 
ist body anywhere outside of Palestine. Its rank and file is not held 
down by the parochial inhibitions of its former leaders. Its two 
main leaders, Silver and Neumann, have proven to be the best po- 
litical minds in the movement. Whether they are good enough for 
the new situation remains to be seen. 


There are certain tendencies in the ZOA today which are dan- 
gerous: an incipient anti-labor group; an inclination to doing the 
Labor Zionists one better by extreme partisanship; an exaggerated 
hero-worship. It is better to point out these dangers now before 
they have grown to unwieldy proprotions, than to let them develop. 
Above all, there is a woeful lack of educational activity. 


The ZOA and American Zionist leadership have had a tremen- 
dous historic responsibility thrown upon it. Unfortunately it looks 
as if for some time to come they will get little assistance from other 
Zionist groups in this country, outside of Mizrachi. That is very 
unfortunate, but that need not drive the ZOA into committing the 
very wrongs of which its opponents are. guilty.

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Community Council Structure 
Voted Out in Cincinnati; 
Organization Set-Up. Flayed

CINCINNATI—A new development in Jewish community coun. 
cil structure took place here when Philip Meyers was elected presi- 
dent of the Cincinnati council on condition that its make-up be re- 
vised. The American Israelite devoted more than 5 columns to its 
account of the action. 

Mr. Meyers charged that the “council has become a council of 
organizations intent on furthering their own ideologies.” His de- 
mand was embodied in a resolution which asked for “a more modern 
method of constituting the council so as to achieve a fairer repre- 
sentation of all individuals interested in . . . the community.” 

In an address to the meeting, which drew “one of the largest 
crowds in the history” of the organization, according to The Israel- 
ite, Mr. Meyers said in part: 

“Many of you do not know that there exists in our community 
today a deep schism. 

“Many people of prominence—people not easily moved by ex- 


 tremes—feel that this Community Council as presently constituted 


is no longer truly representative of the Jewish people of Cincinnati 
and should be dissolved. 
Intent on Own Ideologies 

“It is felt that the Council has become a Council of organiza- 
tions intent on furthering their own ideologies rather than a Council 
of Jewish men and women who are sincerely interested in promoting 
the welfare of the Jewish community as a whole. 

“It is felt that this little group who orate loudly on every oc- 
easion about the need for a more intensive Jewish way of life and 
about the need for more and more Hebrew education, at community 
expense, and about the need for more Zionistic representation on 
every committee of this Council, have completely lost sight of the 
very purpose for which this Jewish Community Council of Cincin- 
nati was organized. 

“This feeling exists on the part of some important men in this 
community who are themselves Zionists, as well as on the part of 
many who are not dues-paying atontats but who are sympathetic 
to Zionist aims... . 

Couldn’t Get Drive Chairman 

“Many weeks before any quota for the U.J.A. was asked of Cin- 
cinnati, we looked around this community for someone who would 
assume the task of General Chairman of the Campaign Committee. 

“Now, my friends, the general chairmanship is a tremendous 
job. Not only must the man be willing to give months of arduous 
labor but he must be able himself to give a substantial sum to the 
Campaign to help set the pace, so to speak. 

“Because of the general dissatisfaction that exists in our com- 
munity today, no one will take the job and there are only a very 
few men around whom the entire community would rally. We have 
heard men say that not only would they not work—they didn’t intend 
to give. Several very large contributors of last year have said that 
they would not contribute to the local campaign at all, but would 
send their donations directly to Headquarters in New York. It has 
frequently been said, and I quote: 

“Let that group who prattle so much about more representa- 
tion on the Executive Committee of this Council—let them go out 
and raise the money—we will have nothing to do with it”.

of immigration to the United 
States for a period of ten years 
was advocated this week by 
Omar Ketchum, legislative repre- 
sentative of the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, over a _ nationwide 
broadcast during a discussion on 
the question “Should We Further 
Restrict Immigration” arranged 
by the American Forum of the 
Air. He emphasized that he spoke 
“for some two million. veterans.” 

Siding with him was Represen- 
tative Ed Gosset of Texas who 
said that “not only should we 
temporarily reduce or suspend 
quotas, but we should have bet- 
ter enforcement of the immigra- 
tion laws to prevent multiplied 
thousands of illegal entries.”

$225,000 Fire Damages 
Philadelphia Synagogue 


*PSHILADELPHIA — Flames 
swept through the Har Zion Syn- 
agogue, 54th and Woodcrest 
streets, last week, wrecking the 
altar in the main temple and bad- 
ly damaging invaluable scrolls 
and silverware and causing dam- 
ages estimated at $250,000. 

More than 300 boys and girls 
who were attending Hebrew 
classes in the school wing of the 
building filed out quietly when 
Irving Brown, who was teaching, 
smelled smoke and urged them 
to march out in an orderly fash- 
ion. 

The exact cause of the fire has 
been undetermined yet, but a pre- 
liminary investigation by the 
Fireman Marshall’s office, indi- 
cated that a short circuit may 
have started the blaze. 

A $35,000 organ was ruined and 
expensive stained glass windows 
buckled under the intense heat. 
The fire which was believed to 
have started near the altar spread 
so rapidly that it was out of con- 
trol before the firemen arrived. 

Efforts to save the scrolls were 
thwarted by the spreading flames.

The damage was discovered 
when the building was opened 
for a meeting of the men’s group 
at which Municipal Court Judge 
Adrian Bonelli was to speak. 
When Judge Bonelli saw the dam- 
age, he said, “I would never have 
believed that anything like this 
could happen in a place of wor- 
ship. I certainly hope when the 


culprits who committed these 
vicious acts are caught, they 
come before me.” 

Rabbi Alexander Levin, head 
of the congregation, said,.“It is 


a terrible example of deliberate 
desecration and wanton destruc- 
tion.” 


The syhagogue had been set 
afire early last December causing 
an estimated $20,000 damages. A 
group of boys were arrested and 
charged with committing the 
vandalism. They are now await- 
ing trial. 


Four detectives who were in- 
strumental in the capture of the 
gang that is charged with com- 
mitting the first outrage have 
been assigned to the case. 


Discovery of scattered peanuts 
and chewing gum _ wrappers 
among the debris indicate, the de- 
tectives believe, that another 
gang of youths is involved.

Yet we must take note of 
the fact that for practical pur- 
poses Jews can continue to go 
into Palestine legally and regu- 
larly despite the White Paper, 
and they are utilizing this op- 
portunity—not to mention illegal 
immigration. 

But this is only part of the 
story. Along with it, there are the 
tragic and inescapable facts of 
insecurity, of war, and of un- 
bridled contention in Palestine. 
War is being waged on two 
fronts, against the British Gov- 
ernment as the mandatory pow- 
er; and against the Arabs who 
are, and for a long time will re- 
main a majority of the inhabi- 
tants of Palestine. What a woeful 
solution for thosé war-torn souls 
who are seeking a haven where 
they can start life anew under 
favorable auspices! 


REVISIONIST POLICY NOW 

THAT OF ZIONISM 

This situation is a reflection of 
the difficulties created by the 
spirit of militancy that has come 
to the fore in the Zionist move- 
ment. Today, the fiery methods of 
a group which was known as “ex- 
tremist” years ago, (the Revision- 
ists), have become the official pol- 
icy of the World Zionist Move- 
ment. 
I will not dilate at length on 
the development of the World 
Zionist Congress. All who have 
read the press know that it was 
a troubled and troublesome meet- 
ing. The unseating of Dr. Weiz- 
man was significant. The subse- 
quent resignation of Dr. Stephen 
Wise from the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America is still another 
instance of the internal conflicts 
jwithin the Zionist Organization. 
!But whatever those differences, 
‘we must not lose sight of the fact 
i'that the Zionist drive remains 
jeonstant and consistent: that of 
jnationalizing Jewish life, of mak- 
‘ing Jews into a nation, whether 
in a part of Palestine, in all of 
Palestine, or in a larger area 
‘than Palestine. 
“Two years ago, at this confer- 
‘ence, one of the speakers called 
attention to the fact that regard- 
less of Zionist resolutions against 
partition, they would accept a 
partitioned Palestine state if that 
_appeared to be their one chance 





clear that our Government was 
not giving its support to any one 
proposal, whether for partition 
or anything else. 

So much for the official Ameri- 
can statement of the official 
American position. 

It would, however, be a mis- 
take to overlook the significance 
of President Truman’s declara- 
tion. This occurred in the pre- 
election period. More than one 
public spokesman maintained 
that it was secured under Zion- 
ist pressure and was intended to 
serve vote getting purposes. I do 
not undertake to comment upon 
that. But it is important for us 
to be conscious of the fact that 
Zionists created a Jewish issue 
in the elections. A vast, power- 
fully organized, unholy effort 
was made to introduce considera- 
tion for a so-called Jewish bloc 
vote, and a threat to use that 
bloc vote for punitive means. 

In more than one statement I 
denounced that claim in behalf 
of the American Council for Ju- 
daism. I denounce it now. It is a 
fraud upon the public. And it is 
one of the most evil and gravest 
injustices done to the Jews of the 
United States. Those responsible 
for that effort and for those 
claims have much for which to 
answer. ... 


The problem of extending the 
opportunities for resettlement 
gave us much concern in the past 
year. Early last year we testified 
before the House Committee of 
Immigration against the Gossett 
Bill which would have cut our 
past immigration quotas in half. 
Fortunately that bill was killed 
in Committee by the narrowest 
of margins. The same bill and 
others carrying more drastic re- 
strictions have already been in- 
troduced. It was in that connec- 
tion that Sidney Wallach and I 
went down to the White House to 
meet with the President. We took 
occasion to reiterate to him our 
full support of the report of the 
Anglo-American Committee of In- 
quiry in its entirety. And we 
stressed, in particular, the neces- 
sity for a temporary liberaliza- 
tion of American immigration 
laws so that the United States 
would do its fair share towards 
the solution of that problem. We 
discusseg the same topic of re 
settlement with leading represen- 
tatives of other nations. In our 
interview with the President and 
in a subsequent press conference, 
we expressed the conviction that 
a significant American contribu- 
tion to the problems of the Dis- 
placed Persons would be in our 
enlightened national self-interest 
and would aid in the quick solu- 
tion of the Displaced Persons 
problem. 


WHERE WERE PROTESTS 
FROM OTHER U. S. JEWISH 
GROUPS? 

A large part of our efforts has 
gone, perforce, to dealing with 
the American scene, and with the 
task of coping with the situation 
created by Jewish nationalism 
right here in the United States. 
Unfortunately, it is not gener- 
ally realized that Zionism does 
not concern itself only with the 
Jews of Palestine and those who 
desire to go there. It affects Jews 
everywhere. Its impact is upon 
Jews everywhere. 

We would be derelict in our 
duty to our fellow Americans of 
the Jewish faith if we did not de- 


vote ourselves to dealing with: 


disturbing ‘consequences of the 
Zionist nationalist philosophy in 
our daily lives. 

I have already referred to the 
issue of a Jewish vote in this 
country. We first called atten- 
tion to this manifestation during 
the summer of 1944, just prior to 
the Presidential election. Here 
was one of the most vicious mani- 


festations of Jewish nationalism -

Again and again we repudi. 
ated that idea and opposed that 
claim. Here and there another 
individual voice was raised in 
equal condemnation. I am led te 
ask, however, where were the 
Jewish organizations whose task 
it is to keep clear and unblem 
ished the name of the Jew? Here 
was the claim that Jews were 
voting—not on broad, national 
American interests, but out of 
narrow, partisan, sectarian, and 
bloc interests. Here was a libel 
against American Jews, that 
Jewish votes were for sale, 
Where, outside the Council, was 
this rebuked? 

Whatever the appeasing silence 
of others, we shall continue to 
expose, and oppose, this effort 
and libel—by every means at our 
command. i

Nor is this the only manifest 
tion of Zionism right here in the 
United States. There was, and 
there is the continuing effort to 
organize American Jewish youth 
to settle permanently in Pales- 
tine, to identify their future with 
that country. This is done in the 
name of Patriotism—Patriotism 
to Palestine! We saw that threat 
coming years ago, like a cloud no 
bigger than a man’s head, ard 
we warned against it. Again 
there was general silence, indif 
ference, or that form of neutral- 
ity on moral issues that in some 
quarters passes as “statesmai 
ship.” wa 

Despite our warnings, the ef 
fort continued. It is now an or 
ganized campaign. It has now be 
hind it a unanimously adopted 
resolution of the World Zionist 
Congress. It is now finding ex 
pression in paid advertisements, 
in an organized program, in spe 
cial camps and training grounds; 
in a growing machinery of mw 
nipulation of young spirits. This, 
too, we shall continue to expose, 
and oppose, until the conscience 
of American Jews is stirred so as 
to repudiate this idea and rebuke 
those who would foist it on the 
American scene. ... 

If we have had difficulties; df 
our three-year old efforts are still 
young and faltering and fre 
quently inadequate, we also have 
some compensations. More and 
more we learn that underneath 
the superficial support of the 
Zionist propaganda, there is @ 
widespread questioning of the 
wisdom of the Zionist program. 
More and more we learn that the 
public tributes to the Zionist phil 
osophy are often only lip service 
exacted under pressure that # 
often inwardly resented.

In his annual presidential mes- 
sage to the opening session of the 
twoday meeting Mr. Rosenwald 
expressed belief that the Zionists 
would accept a partitioned state 
if no solution more acceptable 
proves possible. “I can conceive 
of nothing more lamentable than 
a petty Jewish state, incapable of 
substantial help to those Jews 
who will continue to live as citi- 
zens of other countries through- 
out the world.” 

Says Jewish Nationalism State 

of Mind 

“We must take into account the 
fact that the Jewish Nationalist 
drive, of which a Jewish state ‘is 
the culmination, is continuing re- 
gardless of the realities of Pales- 
tine including the disposition of 
Jewish displaced persons. Jewish 
nationalism is a state of mind. 
That state of mind is being culti- 
yated regardless of the factuai, 
political and humanitarian reali- 
ties. It is being pressed to the 
point where other opportunities 
are being given only secondary 
consideration, if at all. 

Mr. Rosenwald expressed re- 
gret that the provisions of. the 
Anglo-American Committee of In- 
quiry last June urging creation of 
a Palestinian state, neither Arab 
nor Jewish but assuring equality 
to all Palestinians, “is suspended 
in the limbo of unavailing at- 
tempts.” 

He added that the failure of 
Jewish organizations other than 
the Council to support adoption 
of the Committee’s report “is re- 
sponsible in no small measure 
for the failure of both govern- 
ments to act promptly on its rec- 


commendation.” 


Mr. Rosenwald said that the 
Committee’s report affirmed the 
Council’s position that “Jews are 
citizens of many nations identi- 
fied by a great religious heritage 
and are in no ways bound to- 


gether with national claims from 


any one sovereignty in the 


world.” 

Calis Jewish Vote Idea Fraud 

Mr. Rosenwald said that during 
the pre-election period an effort 
was made to introduce considera- 
tion for a so called Jewish bloc 
vote, and a threat to use that 
bloc vote for punitive means. 

“It was a fraud upon the pub- 
lie and it is one of the most evil 
and gravest injustices done to 
Jews of the United States. Those 
Tesponsible for this effort which 
we denounced have much to an- 
swer for.” 

“We will continue to press for 
the temporary opening of the im- 
migration doors of the United 
States to bring a rapid solution of 
the problem of the Displaced 
Persons. At the same time, we 
will further our efforts to seek 
similar action by other countries 
of the world. 

“We will continue to make 
clear the fundamental distinction 
between Judaism and Zionism; 
the one a matter of conscience 
and faith by which we are all 
linked; the other, a nationalist 
loyalty whieh can never be 
equated with Jews as a whole.

Can’t Drop People Idea Overnight 

Dr. Ehmer Berger, executive di- 
rector of the council stressed that 
the process of evolution from a 
collective group known as the 
Jewish people “to the democratic- 
liberal concept of persons who 
are Jews by religion” cannot be 
accomplished overnight. Never- 
theless, he insisted, “it is the only 
way in which Jews can find equal- 
ity as Jews in the many nations 
in which they live and want to 
continue to live.” 

Dr. Berger said the cry for 
“first and immediate and special 
attention to Jews mystifies those 
with whom we have fought for 
a common victory and irritate 
those who share the. common, 
tragic lot of reconstruction. 

“The incessant clamor for a 
solution to the problems of dis- 
placed Jews impedes solution of 
the problem,” he continued. 
Jewish State Not Judaism—Reich 

The demand for a Jewish polit- 
ical state in Palestine has no ba- 
sis in the fundamental principles 
of Judaism, the delegates were 
told by Dr. Irving F. Reichert, 
Rabbi of Temple Emanu-El in 
San Francisco. 

Dr. Reichert declared that the 
basic belief of the American 
Council for Judaism is that the 
Jewish people are essentially a 
religious community, whose 
strongest tie is a common faith 
and a common religious tradition. 

Opposed to this, he said, is the 
fundamental principle of Zionism, 
or political nationalism, that the 
Jewish people are a homeless na- 
tionality whose normalcy can be 
achieved only through the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish political 
state in Palestine. 

“The gulf between these two 
concepts is unbridgeable,” Dr. 
Reichert asserted. “They repre- 
sent totally irreconcilable points 
of view. The whole future of the 
Jew is at stake in the conflict be- 
tween these clashing philoso- 
phies.” 

Also on the program was Rabbi

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Close off Air as NEC 
Contract Not Renewed

NEW YORK — Mutual Net- 


work’s contract with Merwin K. 
Hart’s National Economic Coun- 
cil, which expires this month, will 
not be renewed, thus taking off 
the air Upton Close, whose final 
broadcast was on Feb. 11. 

Serious differences between 
Hart and Close are reported to 
shave developed. Hart, in the 
course of negotiations for re- 
newal, requested to be allowed to 
broadcast on the proposed new 
series in place of Close, but this 
request was refused. 

Close’s broadcasts under the 
sponsorship of the NEC have in- 
curred much opposition. The Na- 
tional Real Estate Board, the 
Texas State Teacher’s Associa- 
tion and the Minnesota House of 
Representatives withdrew invita- 
tions extended to Close to speak 
before them. Bishop Bernard J. 
Shiel of Chicago denounced Close 
on the latter’s own radio time. 

Mutual has been reported to 
be receiving many letters and 
other communications protesting 
Close’s broadcasts. 





Dr. Kuri Lewin Dies; 
Was Probing Bias

. BOSTON —Dr. Kurt Lewin, 


noted social psychologist promin- 
ently associated with Jewish ac- 
tivities, died here of a heart at- 
tack at the age of 57. 

Dr. Lewin was director of the 
Research Center for Group Dy- 
namics at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology and chief 
consultant to the commission on 
Community Interrelations of the 
American Jewish Congress in 
New York City. He helped to es- 
tablish the Commission as an 
agency to carry out a new social 
science attack on minority group 
problems in the United States. 

Throughout his life, Dr. Lewin 
was active in thet field of Jewish 
education. An ardent and lifelong 
Zionist, he visited Palestine on 
several occasions.

Organizationally, I can speak 

with less enthusiasm. We have 

made progress in membership 
and even more in the organiza- 
tion of chapters, but neither is 
enough. We have developed in 
some technical respects, but we 
are still terribly understaffed. 
Since the removal of our national 
office to New York, our expenses 
have mounted considerably. At 
the same time, our income is still 
woefully inadequate for the tasks 
which we have voluntarily as- 
sumed. There have been increases 
in staff, but not enough of them. 

Dr. Berger still has to give far 

too much of his time to travel- 

ling throughout the country, to 
stimulate the establishment of 
new chapters and vitalize the old.

We have, there- 
fore, arranged with the Institute 
of Public Relations to handle the 
technical publicity and the prep- 
aration of printed material, leav- 
ing to Mr. Wallach the continued 
task of analysis, interpretation, 
and consultation for which he is 
uniquely qualified. ... 

The activity of our volunteers 
has grown.

Brazil Turns Back 
47 Jewish Refugees

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay— 


Forty-seven Jewish refugees who 
sailed from Italy for Brazil last 
month landed here this week be- 
cause the Brazilian immigration 
authorities refused to admit 
them. Their visas expired four 
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days before the ship on which 
they were travelling put into port 
and the Brazilian officials barred 
them from landing. 

Action has been instituted here 
to revalidate their visas and pre- 
vent their return to Italy where 
they had assembled from various 
points in Europe. 
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Y neighbor, Mrs. ABC, was telling me, 

(In this alphabetical sequence she should 
feel disguised enough.) The story had to do 
with her young son Jimmy, which isn’t his real 
name either. I remembered it as a story from 
old times. I heard it when I was much younger 
than I am now; but an old story is fresh and 
bright if it is apropos. This one was apropos 
to one of our Jewish problems, 
Our politicians make believe that the prob- 
lems of the Jews have to do only with mag- 
nificent distances and remote horizons, like 
the misty blue horizon 
that’s over the hills in 
Palestine. But every par- 
ent knows that his main 
problem is no farther 
away than his own kids 
and what’s to become of 
them. This, of course, is 
the main problem of all 
porents, whether Jewish 


or Gentile, but for the 
Jewish parents there are some special com- 
plexes: How easy will it be for the boy to get 
a job at his chosen profession, what of anti- 
Semitism and all that? 

Then, for the Jewish parents, there is the 
burden of timeless tradition: A boy must be 
trained for medicine, or the law, or the rabbi- 
rpte or, anyway, to be an engineer of one of 
the many kinds. He must make Phi Beta 
Kappa. How will it look if he doesn’t make 
Phi Beta Kappa? 

Well, Mrs. ABCs boy, Jimmy, hasn’t been 
showing signs of Phi Beta Kappa; he gives 
no scholarly indication whatever. He is fond 
of Basketball, football and baseball. He’s a 
great kid though. So when, recently, there 
was a parents’ evening at Jimmy’s high school, 
Mrs. ABC thought this was just the oppor- 
tunity for her to get the low-down on Jimmy’s 
prospects. The teachers who had him every 
day should know. 

She looked up the dean of boys. Himself 
not Jewish, he is learned not only in Greek 
but also in Jewish lore. ...“What do you 
think of my Jimmy?” she asked him. 

He looked up Jimmy’s grades in the filing 
eabinet. Wise as well as learned (wisdom 
doesn’t always Ro with learning) he didn’t look 
at all, distressed as he gave his verdict. 

*T don’t think,” he said, “your boy will make 
Phi Beta Kappa when he gets to college.”

HE SAID this as one who didn’t think it to 
be in the least important to wear a Phi Beta 
Kappa key, though he has one himself. A wise 
educator, he knew of other importances that 
are much more important. “I'll tell you a 
story,” he began. “It is about a Mr. Cohen.” 
He hoped it would be all right with Mrs. ABC 
for him to tell a Jewish story. 

Mr. Cohen had come over from Poland and, 
after looking in vain here and there, was happy 
finally, to get a job as shammos in a schul. 

“Of course, you know what a shammos is, 
Mrs. ABC?” 

Mr. Cohen turned out to be a most dili- 
gent shammos. He was acquainted with all 
the domestic functions required of a shammos. 
He was quick to hand out the talith to the oc- 
casional worshipper who had none of his own. 
He was meticulous with the jahrzeit candles

for those kaddish sayers who asked him to 
burn a candle for them on the anniversaries 
of their dead. Everybody was saying what a 
good shammos Mr. Cohen was until the day of 
the crisis. On that day there was no one in 
the schul to lead the congregation in the pray- 
ers of the morning and Mr. Cohen, as sham- 
mos, was called upon for this function. 

This was a catastrophe for Mr. Cohen. He 
had to confess that he could neither read nor 
write Hebrew, and so how was he to lead in 
the prayers of the morning? He had been the 
most underprivileged of children in Poland 
and that was about the ultimate of under- 
privilege in a land where most Jewish chil- 
dren scarcely had any break at all. 

The schul’s board of directors was awfully 
sorry, but in the office of shammos they re- 
quired a man who had some education. Mr. 
Cohen was out of a job and went his sorrow- 
ful way with the unemployed who were plenty 
in the city at that time. But Mr. Cohen, lack- 
ing any scholarly attainment, had other vir- 
tues. Among other things he had character 
which admonished him, “Cohen, you ain’t no 
scholar and can’t never hope to be one, but, 
anyway, you can make a decent place for your- 
self in the world. What if you can’t read the 
prayers of the morning? You can make it up 
with God in other ways, like being a good 
man.”

THE YEARS PASSED. Mr. Cohen had 
found another job and by diligent toil had 
managed to save enough money to bring his 
family over. He had established a little busi- 
ness of his own. It had grown. He had bought 
a house in one of the suburbs. Mr. Cohen was 
a respected and substantial citizen. 

One day, on a downtown street, a friend met 
him. “What's your hurry Cohen? Where you 
going?” His friend was one who was a mem- 
ber of the board of directors of the schul the 
time he was fired as shammos, Mr. Cohen 
pleasured himself to inform him that he was 
on the way to the bank to borrow a million 
dollars.

“Think,” he said to 
Cohen afterward, “what you might have turned 
out to be if you had been an educated man” 

Mr. Cohen replied: “Yes, if I had been an 
educated man, I would still have my job as 
shammos in the schul.” 

Having finished telling the story, the dean 
of boys said: “You get what I mean, don’t 
you Mrs. ABC?” 

Mrs. ABC quickly got the idea that there’s 
a lot more than scholarly attainment that’s im- 
portant in the upbringing of children, and how 
significant is Phi Beta Kappa, really? 

The other evening Mrs. ABC was pressing 
Jimmy to do his lessons more thoroughly. .. . 
“Sh——-sh,” admonished Mr. ABC, “if you push 
him too hard he may turn out to be a shammos.”

Dr. Franz Landsberger 
writes a fascinating chapter on 
“Old Time Torah-Curtains”.which 
ends with the melancholy obser- 
vation that 
“since the Eman- 
cipation, the art 
of the Jews be- 
tomes predom- 
i nantly secular 
: and its relipious 
branches wither 
away.” “As 
pects of the Rab. 
dinic Concept of 
Israel” are discussed by Dr. Max 
Kaddushin; Rabbi Judah Goldin 
deals with “The Two Versions of 
Abot de Rabbi Nathan,” and 
Luitpold Wallach describes “A 
Palestine Polemic Against Idol- 
atry. Musicians will be keenly 
interested in Dr. Eric Weiner’s 
“The Doxology in Synagogue and 
Church.” 

What will excite the largest 
amount of attention and contro- 
versy is the exhaustive article on 
“The Jewish Ritual of Covering 
the Head” by Dr. Krauss, the 
Cambridge seholar. That this 
ritual of covering the head, so 
deeply ingrained, so basic in Jew- 
ish religious life, is absolutely 
without Biblical or rabbinic war- 
rant or authority, will amaze 
many. The hat, either as a sym- 
bol of piety, or as a mark of re- 
spect, is simply not mentioned in 
the Bible. “Head covering is not 
obligatory upon the Jew in his 
religious life, private or public” 
and “the question of praying 
bareheaded or with covered head 
is not at all a question of law. 
It is merely a matter of social 
propriety and decorum,” con- 
cludes Dr. Krauss. 


DESPITE THIS objective an- 
alysis, the “hat” will continue to 
be the “pillar” of Jewish “piety” 
in America. In a genuinely or- 
thodox Jew this is quite compre- 
hensible. When, however, blindly 
insisted upon by Jews who have 





- no regard whatever for Jewish 


religious discipline, it becomes 
truly ludicrous. Ludicrous, and 
yet ineradicable; as my good 
friend, Dr. Max Raisin of Pater- 
son noted in a humorous essay 
entitled “Concerning the Yar- 
mulka,” in his stimulating “Is- 
rael in America.” 

A contribution of enormous in- 
terest to student and layman 
alike, is Dr. Jacob R. Marcus’ 
paper on “The Triesch Hebra 
Kaddisha, 1687-1828.” Organized 
primarily for the burial of Jew- 
ish dead, the extensive rules of

the brotherhood throw - much 
light on Jewish life in that pe- 
riod. Devestation of Jewish cem- 
eteries by vandals had become so 
commonplace that “a Gentile was 
hired to live on the premises.” 
Burial charges varied with the 
financial ability to pay, which the 
society alone determined: In the 
absence of volunteers for grave 
digging, professionals were hired, 
but only from among the Jews. 
Discipline was maintained 
through a system of fines, not al- 
ways enforced. In addition to the 
specific duties relating to burial 
the members were dlso obligated 
to study the Torah, to engage in 
prayer, and to do charity. 

DR. ABRAHAM CRONBACH 
contributes an elaborate survey 
on “New Studies in the Psychol- 
ogy of Judaism.” Notable is not 
the bulk of the literature exam- 
ined, but the unusual conclusions 
which negate the worth, useful- 
ness and purpose of the entire 
undertaking. 

IN A DEVASTATING section 
on the “Errors of Psychology,” 
Dr. Cronbach allows a few emi- 
nent witnesses to gravely under- 
mine the trustworthiness and 
truth of psychoanalysis. James 
Feibelman categorically declares 


that “The Method of psycho- 
analysis is not the method of 
science . . . the scientific claims 


of psychoanalysis are specious 
and false.” Havelock Ellis is even 
more critical, and of Freud him- 
self. Speculating on the heresy 
“Whether Freud may be properly 
regarded as a man of science” 
Ellis decides that “it would be 
wrong to call him a scientist,” 
while allowing that “he was a 
great artist.” 

Dr. Cronbach personally is al- 
so quite hostile. Significantly 
does he declare that “our psycho- 
analytic writers deport them- 
selves as phychological subjects 
rather than investigators. And 
“what,” he asks, “has occurred 
in the lives of these writers to 
prompt those bizarre construc- 
tions proferred without any sup- 
porting evidence?” Truly, an ap- 
propriate and valid inquiry. 

THIS PROFOUND DISTRUST 
of phychoanalysis upon the part 
of Dr. Cronbach and of those he 
quotes causes one to wonder as 
to what prompted or what war- 
ranted this survey. If Freud is 
just an amateur in_ religion, 
which he is, why treat seriously 
his idiotic and anti-Jewish con- 
clusion about Moses and Mono- 
thaism? Why do the blasphemies 
of atheistic Jewish psychoanal- 
ysts, suffering from self-hate,and 
their attacks on the Jewish re- 
ligion and its sacred customs, rit- 
uals and symbols under the 
guise of “psychoanalysis,” merit 
serious study and refutation? If 
their conclusions in the main are 
so utterly false and downright 
honsensical—and of this there is 
no doubt—why dignify them with 
critical examination?

alysis which Dr. Cronbach em- 
phasizes is the “axiom” that, as 
in the life of the individual, so 
in religion, does everything, be- 
lief, ceremonial, symbol—-have 
mysterious meaning, a hidden or- 
igin, exclusively sexual in char- 
acter. With this utterly unscien- 
tific assumption, it is quite easy 
and “scientific” to discover “sex- 
ual implications” in the talis, in 
the phylacteries, in the blessings 
of Kohonim, in circumcision, in 
Jewish relationship to Palestine, 
and in Yom Kippur, whose ritual 
one Jewish “savant” is kind 
enough to admonish us “constitu- 
tes a periodic castration, and at 
the same time a periodic orgasm, 
for which the castration is the 
conciliatory expiation.” Does such 
obsene Shtus, such cheap _ blas- 
phemy, want critical examination. 
Does it deserve space in a volume 
devoted to studies in Judaism? 
The likelihood is that when the 
so-called literature Dr, Cronbach 
examines will have long and hap- 


pily been forgotten, this essay 
will remain to’ perpetuate the 
grievous mischief it has done. 


Dr. Cronbach should have fol- 
lowed the wiser course, published 
his conclusions about psychoanal- 
ysis minus the survey of a “sci- 
ence” dominated by fantasies and 
intuitions originating in twisted 
minds and hearts.

F YOU have never observed the Sabbath Serv- 
Te on Friday nights in your home, you 
may be hesitant to begin, fearing that your 
family might feel strange at this sudden in- 
troduction of new ceremonies. 

Mrs. Rose Atkins, supervisor of primary 
grades in Temple Israel Religious School, New 
Rochelle, N. Y., was eager to have the home 
cooperate with the school in the teaching of 
Jewish Ceremonies. It was useless to teach 
children how to welcome the Sabbath if their 
parents did not have a kiddush service at all. 
And yet, how could non-observant families be 
persuaded to introduce the candles, Hallahs 
and wine with their accompanying blessings. 

The answer was Sabbath parties. Mrs. Atkins 
and the teachers helped several parents give 
Sabbath parties for their children and their 
children’s classmates in the third grade. The 
youngsters were invited to dinner, the Sab- 
bath home ritual was observed, and the Sab- 
bath spirit was permitted to prevail. Since they 
were parties, both parents and children were 
willing to try the new way, because parties 
should be different and special. 

So enjoyable were these affairs and so plea- 
surable were the ceremonies that some parents 
wrote to the school telling their reactions. 
From the Beth Israel Temple Topics, we clipped 
these two excerpts of letters: 

Letter I 

“They say that ‘an honest confession is good 
for the soul.’ So to begin with, I must admit 
that we had never had the Sabbath Service in 
our home on Friday nights until November 
15th. Then, merely to be good parents and to 
cooperate with the Religious School, we said 
yes to the plan for a Sabbath supper. 

“We invited three children from our daugh- 
ter’s class, so together with my two children, 
Mrs. Wille, Mr. F. and myself, we were eight 
at the dinner table. The children themselves 
participated by bringing the halla halla cover 
and candles, and, although I had the table set 
when they arrived, they completed the setting 
by placing the candles, halla, etc., in position. 

“The children gathered, all dressed up in 
their Sabbath clothes, at about 5:30. Mrs. 
Wille told them several Sabbath stories, and 
they contributed to the story-telling hour by 
retelling some of the tales they had heard at 
Religious School. The Sabbath spirit was quite

evident, and the children were most enthusias- 
tic. In fact, my 11-year-old son, who had been 
invited out that evening, refused, and instead 
asked, “May I stay for fhe Sabbath Service.” 

“The ritual before supper was performed by 
a previously uninformed, but cooperative 
Mother and Father, with all of the children 
participating in the singing and responses. 

“I am sure that. both the children and the 
adults got a tremendous thrill out of the ex- 
periment, and I know that they will want to 
have the services regularly on Friday nights. 
If they are continued, just in the family group, 
they will become increasingly enjoyable.” 

Letter II 

“It is almost impossible to describe the thrill 
my husband and I experienced in giving our 
first Sabbath Supper Party for our daughter, 
four of her classmates, her younger sister and 
Mrs. Atkins. 

“As the day approached, we were both very 
nervous as to the outcome, since neither of 
us had ever participated in the religious cere- 
monies before. Much to our amazement, the 
party was a huge success. 

“Before dinner, the children played games 
and were in a very festive mood. One of our 
guests provided two hallas. The others brought 
their own wine cups. My husband found that 
reading the services was not the terrific ordeal 
he had anticipated. In fact, he did so well that 
no one, not even Mrs. Atkins, suspected that 
he was a novice. The youngsters helped with 
serving dinner and clearing the table. It was 
really a pleasure to observe their enthusiasm 
and to share in it. 

“After dinner, we sang Sabbath Songs. My 
husband accompanied with his trumpet. The 
girls all took turns in playing the piano. Mrs. 
Atkins read sevéral Sabbath Stories which we 
all enjoyed very much. Then we listened to 
records, and suddenly, before we realized it, 
it was nine o’clock. No one wanted to go home, 
but we explained that all good things must 
end, even if we wished they wouldn’t. 

“My husband and I feel very happy to know 
that we have helped give the children a practi- 
cal demonstration of their religious school 
training. Our own children have asked if we 
can have a family Sabbath Supper every Frid- 
day night, and we intend to do so.”

Col. Gold wrote his father that 
he had hired a number of dis- 
placed persons as civilian em- 
ployees for the army. Among 
them was Bencyen Szerman, in 
whom he immediately saw a 
double of his dead brother. The 
DP youth, Col. Gold learned, was 
only survivor of a family of 
seven, and was the same age as 
Berwin Gold.

What Foods These Morsels Be 


LEAH W. LEONARD 








LONG with Jewish holidays and festivals with which certain 
foods are associated, we like to observe the traditional food 
customs of American holidays. For instance, when Washington’s 
birthday comes along, we bring on the Cherry Pie. For no other 


reason than to recall that little story we tell the children about our 


first President. You know it—the one about little Georgie having 


chopped down his father’s favorite cherry tree and admitting the’ 


deed “because he couldn’t tell a lie.” That story is worthy of re- 


peating, just as cherry pie is something to enjoy on February 22 of 


every year. 
Just in case you want a recipe for cherry pie, here it is: 
Suet Pastry for Pie Cherry Filling 
2 cups sifted flour 2 cups drained canned, pitted 
1 tsp. baking powder cherries (sour kind) 
1% tsp. salt 1 cup sugar 
1 1 cup finely chopped suet* 3 tsp. cornstarch 
1 cup cold water 1 cup cherry liquid 
*Beef suet is indicated for this particular pie crust. It should 
be very finely chopped before measuring. Or use % cup chicken 
schmaltz. Sift together all dry ingredients, mix well into it the 
chopped suet and stir in cold water a little at a time to form a 
smooth firm dough. Chill about 1 hour before rolling out on a 
lightly floured board. This amount of pastry is sufficient for one 
2-crust pie or 2 9-inch shells, or one pie with lattice crust. Prepare 
the cherry filling by mixing cherry juice drained from the cherries 
with cornstarch, till blended, and cook till clear over a low heat. 
Roll out pastry and line the pie pan. When the filling—thickened 
juice and cherries—is combined and turned into the lined pie pan, 
cut 42-inch wide strips for the lattice across the top. Bake at 425’F 
35 to 40 minutes. 
Or sing a paean of praise to the memory of Martha Washington 
with a cake named in her honor. It is simple to make and most 
delicious to the palate. Use your favorite recipe for Sponge Caka 


and bake it in two layer cake pans, then put together with the 


following filling. Or, make the two layers the following way: 


Martha Washington Cake (Sometimes called Pie) 
Grated rind of % lemon 1 cup sugar 
1 cup sifted cake flour 5 eggs 
% tsp. salt 3 tsps. lemon juice 

Sift together flour and salt three or four times. Beat egg yolk 
till thick and light colored, and add lemon juice and grated rin 
Beat egg whites until stiff, add sugar a little at a time while contin- 
uing to beat till blended thoroughly. Combine with the beaten egg 
yolks and fold in the flour a ittle at a time. Turn into two ungreased 
9-inch layer cake pans and bake at 350’F 20 to 25 minutes, or till 
the cakes are light brown on top and spring back to the touch. Turn 
out to cool on wire rack. When cold spread the following filling: 

Filling for Martha Washington Cake 
1% cups scalded milk % cup each candied cherries 
1 cup sugar and chopped citron 
2  tbisps. flour 3 tblsps. brandy or sherry 
3 egg yolks 1 cup whipped cream 

Add sugar mixed with flour to beaten egg yolks and stir into 
the scalded milk as soon as the milk has cooled in the top of double 
boiler. Cook and stir over boiling water till thickened and smooth. 
Let cool. Stir in brandy and chopped citron, adding finely cut or 
chopped candied cherries, reserving 4 of the whole cherries for dec- 
orating top of cake. Fold in the whipped cream just before serving 
time and pile lightly between cake layers, reserving some of the 
whipped cream or combined filling for top decoration if desired. 
Use cuts of the whole cherries for added decoration in any form 
desired—either around the brim or arranged in center. This cake 
is cut and served in wedges like pie. That is why it is sometimes 
called Martha Washington Pie. 

A special request comes from Mrs. H. Berkman of Minneapolis, 
Minn. She missed the recipie for Roast-Goose-in-a-Blanket which 
appeared in this column on January 10. She is eager to have it, 
so here goes: 


Roast-Goose-in-a-Blanket 

After cleaning, singeing and drawing the goose, skin off all the 
fatty outer covering, leaving the breast exposed. Prepare for the 
roasting oven as you do any fowl, adding a generous rubdown of 
cut garlic inside and out. Make your favorite stuffing, fill the 
cavity and lay the stuffed goose on its back in an uncovered roasting 
pan. Now make a “blanket” of plain biscuit dough rolled down 
about % inch thick, large enough to cover and tuck in over all 
This dough will require 2 cups sifted flour, 3 tbsps. baking powder, 
4, tsp. salt, % cup shortening and % cup ice water. 

Preheat the oven to 325’ F before placing the pan in the oven, 
and raise the heat to 350’ F five minutes later. Allow 25 minutes 
per pound of goose for baking time. The “blanket” should be golden 
brown and fairly‘crisp when done, and the breast section very ten- 
der when pierced with a fork. Should the covering begin to brown 
too soon, reduce the heat to 325’ F and baste with some of the 
gravy. But don’t remove the “blanket” before serving time. Yes,, 
of course, eat the “blanket” pieces too! 

What to do with the goose fat—skin and inside portions should 
be cut into cubes and rendered with plenty of onions for flavoring. 
Strain off the fat into sterilized glass jars for immediate use or pre- 
pare same for Passover holiday goodies. Store in a cool place.

In Chattanooga, we had the 

pleasure of a dinner and much 
good talk with Rabbi Abraham 
Feinstein (Mizpah Congregation) 
and his wife, Lillian. Do not let 
anyone tell you that it is more 
blessed to give than to receive. 
Receiving that dinner was a mitz- 
We went all over the room on 
Zionism, with the usual results— 
zero, unless you call talking a 
satisfaction, which it is. Good talk 
—even among Jews—is not very 
plentiful. Rabbi F. officiates in 
the famous Adolph Ochs Me- 
morial Temple. It is a perfect 
architectural gem. Much marble 
—a beautiful building—and de- 
serving in every sense of the 
“name Temple. In addition, the 
congregation has a community 
house which is quite adequate. 
But I wonder whether it is good 
to have a fine place given to a 
congregation which did not have 
to work for it.... 

In Birmingham, we went to 
Temple Beth-El (Rabbi Mesch) 
for Friday night services. With- 
out question, the services were 
the finest we had ever attended. 
There was a mixed choir, excel- 
lently trained and led by a con- 
ductor and their voices were 
really lovely in chorus and in 
support of Cantor Ovrofsky. The 
Cantor gave a truiy musical 
treatment of familiar songs and 
prayer in a most pleasing voice. 
I should say something about the 
rabbi’s service, but since he was 
responsible for the above com. 
ments, hardly more could be said. 
About 150 persons attended. 

On Saturday I really hit the 
ball by going to Shul and being 
given an Aliyah. (If I do much 
of this Ill have to practice up on 

_my Brochas.) About 20 men at- 
tended. Rabbi Mesch has a fine 
shul, with a good social hall be- 








low and Sunday school and 
cheder rooms in a half basement. 

Perhaps the most unique edu- 
cational step has been started by 
Rabbi Mesch with a kindergar- 
ten. He has a very capable young 
woman to conduct the morning 
sessions, a professional person. 
Further, Birmingham Jews do 
not appear to be living compact- 
ly, and he has found it helpful to 
have a school bus for the kids. 
Thirty kids attend and pay $10 
per month for tuition, plus $1 for 
bus. In the afternoons the cheder 
is operated four day per week, 
but children come on alternate 
days for two hours. Thus, with 
four classes, two are taught 
daily, by two persons, and in in- 
tensive and effective teaching is 
had. I was very much impressed 
by this. It also helps the trans- 
portation idea. 

But—I went afterwards to Tem- 


ple Emmanuel—Rabbi Glassman 
(Reformed). He is a charming 
person and has Saturday morn- 
ing services regularly. His main 


attendance is on Friday night. 


He does not hold with Sunday 
service. Good turnout, too. 


I should have told you that I 
heard Mortimer May give a 
splendid lucid report on the Zion- 
ist Congress in Basle. He is a 
splendid and altogether charm- 
ing speaker. I can certainly see 
why his friends admire and love 
him. 

I darned near thought I would 
pay my way on this vacation by 
selling Jewish Posts. I did not 
bring enough samples. You ought 
to send some to different’ places.

LTHOUGH The Post is not ready to sup- 
port Philip Meyers all the way in his 
successful] fight for a revision of the structure 
of the Cincinnati.Jewish Community Council, 
it must concede that Mr. Meyers’ courageous 
demands have touched upon a sore spot in 
many a community. 

Much of Mr. Meyers language would have 
been tempered had he had a clearer under- 
standing of the underlying movements in pres- 
ent-day Jewish community life, but that would 
not have altered the essential accuracy of his 
charge. 

The Zionist group, which now controls (or 
can if it wishes to exercise its control) almost 
every Jewish community in the United. States 
is making the same mistake, the ousted group 
made for years. It was this mistake that led 
to the revolt which has placed the Zionist 
group in power almost everywhere. 

But the Zionists, now that they do exercise 
control, are continuing the fight as if the battle 
were not over. They are running to catch the 
street car after they are on it. What they 
should be doing is making it possible for every 
segment of the community to have its demo- 
cratic say, instead of trying to exercise ruth- 
less sway. Democracy also means the protec- 
tion of the rights of the minority. 

Do not survivalists have community-wide 
support for Jewish education? Do survivalists 
not have adequate financial support for Zionist 
causes?. Certainly they do. In other words, 
the control of the U.S. Jewish community is 


in the hands of the survivalist group. It de. 


pends upon their clear thinking whether they 


control a divided or a split community. 


But Mr. Meyers is wrong in denouncing the | 


organizational structure of the community 
council instead of the abuses of it as outlined 
above. Any survey of any community will find 
that the majority lies in the Zionist camp, so 
that any type of structure would and should 
give the control to that group. 

Perhaps the ill can be laid more logically 
to the relationship of local organizations to 
their national bodies. Local people seem to be 
able to get alofig with one another in the long 
run, It is when the national body lays down 
a line which local leaders are instructed to fol 
low that conflicts arise. . 

Then too, Zionist leadership should be al. 
lowed its excesses, if finally they realize that 
the future of the entire community is in their 
charge, and that anti-Zionists and non-Zion- 
ists are part of the Jewish community also. 

But if a proper analysis were made, it would 
be found that the anti-Zionists are no longer 
popular, that the non-Zionists are ready to give 
the Zionist platform a chance to do what they 
haven’t been able to do. 

If this analysis is correct then the Zionists:' 
can make a big mistake by not displaying true 
leadership. The Zionists have exactly what 
they have fought for in the U.S. Jewish com: 
munity all these years. The Post hopes that 
they use it intelligently. :

A Serious Error In Judgment . 


E danger of the false criteria set up by 
present leaders of the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America when they irresponsibly and 
unnecessarily asked Zionists to support the 
Republican ticket regardless, are unfortunately 
highlighted this week by the fight over the 
confirmation of David Lilienthal.

“Witch Hunt” in Maryland (exposed by the 
Jewish Weekly News of Springfield, Mass.) 
—Five members of the executive board of 
the government workers’ union at -the 
Aberdeen (Md.) Proving Grounds were Jews. 
Seven were non-Jews. After a period of union 
activity, the commanding officer at the Proving 
Grounds, Brig. Gen. Alfred B. Quinton, Jr., 
called in the five Jewish members, accused 
them, without any proof, of being communists, 
and fired them. No fair-minded person will 
deny that this was a wanton case of red-herring 
anti-Semitism. Quinton evidently thought that 
he could destroy the union by promulgating a 
“witch hunt.” 

This terroristic action was backed up by Sec- 
retary of War Robert P. Patterson, who demon- 
strated his own anti-Semitic bias by trying, in 
a newspaper interview, to tie up the framed 
members of the Aberdeen union with the Ca- 
nadian spy case in which one of the accused 
happened to be both a Jew and a communist. 
The implication of Patterson’s nasty innuendo 


is that all Jews should be suspected of being 
communists. 


The war department claims that it has proof 


‘of its red-baiting charge, but cannot disclose it 


“because of security reasons.” The probability 
is that the war department is lying. It cannot 
furnish such “proof,” because it has never ex 
isted. These five men and women are loyal 
Americans who have served our government 
for varying periods up to a decade. One is 4 
navy veteran who, in addition, has received 
the civilian “Award of Merit” for a valuable 
military invention.

The Post’s Views On The Cincinnati Situation 
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READER OUTRAGED BY ROSENWALD, 


POINTS FALLACIES IN HIS ARGUMENTS 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

By far the greatest evil caused 
by anti-Semitism throughout the 
ages is the psychological effect 
it had on Jewry, and particular- 
ly so, upon Jews who know lit- 
tle about themselves. Restless- 
ness, a chronic inferiority-com- 
plex are outcomes of anti-Semi- 
tism just as much as the ideas of 
the American Council for Ju- 
daism, and all for which this, and 
similar organizations stand. 

Lessing Rosenwald, who visited 
Louisville and spoke about the 
aims and ideals of A.C.J., bore 
witness to that effect. He is very 
much mistaken if he thinks that 
his organization in this country 
has a greater raison d’etre, and is 
more justified than others of this 
kind which have existed and fail- 
ed throughout the various pe- 
riods of Jewish history. Even two 
thousand years ago, Jews tried 
to be more Greek than the Greeks 
themselves, -and more Roman 
than the Romans themselves. But 
they all made the same mistake. 
They failed to realize that our 
welfare did not depend upon 
what we considered ourselves to 
be, but rather upon the fact as 
to what the non-Jew saw in us. 

It is the greatest insult to 80 
per cent of American Jews, who 
in one way or another have ex- 
pressed themselves for Zioninsm, 
to cast doubt on their loyalty to 
the United States, by the impli- 
cation of a “dual loyalty.” Have 
all. those Zioninst-minded Jews 
who fought and died for this 
country shown less loyalty and 
devotion to the U.S.A. than Mr. 
Rosenwald did? Surely that 
dual-loyalty-bogey could be ap- 
plied more to the members of 
the Catholic. church, yet no in- 
telligent person would ever ques- 
tion the good citizenship of a 
person merely because he belongs 
to that certain church. No, Zion- 


or opposing Americanism. On the 
contrary, it is very much in 
agreement with the principles of 
this blessed country, which al- 
ways had an understanding for 
the oppressed of all nations. The 
special interest of the Irish group 
in a free Ireland and in its peo- 
ple did not place that group into 
any awkward situation, of which 
our pseudo-Jews are so very 
much afraid. In fact, the only 
official document making pro- 
visions for Jews and safeguard- 
ing their interests in the coun- 
tries outside Palestine is the Bal- 
four-declaration itself (par. 3). 


It is difficult to understand how 
intelligent Jews can cling to the 
idea that the only factor respon- 
sible for being a Jew is his re- 
ligion. Does Mr. Rosenwald real- 
ly believe that a Jew by dropping 
his religion could gain admittance 
easier to those places to which 
no Jew is now admitted?

Mr. Rosenwald, Zionism is not 
un-American, but there is quite 
a lot in your ideas which is un- 
American. No other group in 
this country would behave to- 
ward its kinfolk as your group 
does.

UPHOLDS USE OF NAME “ISRAELAND,” 
CITES WIDE EMPLOYMENT OF TERM 


Editor, National Jewish Post, 

While I do not wish to seem to 
be ungrateful for the kind _in- 
terest and attention which the 
new term “Israeland” received in 
your editorial on the subject in 
the, Post of Feb. 7, I must say 
that I cannot agree with the pes- 
simistic view for the future of 
“‘Israeland” as the new name for 
the Jewish Homeland as ex- 
pressed in the editorial. There are 
a number of cogent reasons for 
the above. 


If we are successfully to estab- 
lish for the Christian world in 
concrete fashion our real _his- 
toric association with the ancient 
Land of Israel, what better name 
can there be than “Israeland” 
which is a simplification of Land 
of Israel? As one of the members 
of my Congregation very suc- 
cinctly expressed the value of 
“Israeland” for the Jews them- 
selves and in the eyes of the non- 
Jews, it has the quality of “pos- 
Session,” which expresses much 
more than countless words 
would. From the standpoint of 
actual letters both “Israeland” 
and “Palestine” each have nine 
letters, while “Israeland,” accord- 
ing to Funk and Wagnalls’ pro- 
hunciation of “Israel” which has 
three syllables, would have four 
Syllables and “Palestine” only 
three, making the former some- 
what longer phonetically. One of 
the “L’s” in the original spelling 
(Israelland) was eliminated to 
make the term more attractive. 

The editorial suggests “Eretz” 
Which is apparently more accept- 
able to replace “Palestine,” but 
iM about the fact, that to the 


non-Jew “Eretz” could not have 
the same direct meaningfulness, 
because it is a Hebrew word and 
hence foreign to him, that Israel- 
and” offers. I have found in my 
talks—a total of four within two 
weeks—-before local Christian 
groups quite a number have al- 
ready indicated a preference for 
“Israeland,” probably simply be- 
cause that term relates the Jew- 
ish people with the Biblical use of 
the Land of Israel. “Israeland”’ 
has had much greater success than 
I, who originated—or, morce cor- 
rectly, recreated it in modernized 
form-—-the term, could have 
hoped to expect in so relatively 
short a time. Let us not forget 
that the term “Zionism,” coined 
by Nathan Birnbaum in 1893 and 
long since quite acceptable to 
Jews and non-Jews alike, took 
many years before so accepted. 


I believe the prospects for the 
ultimate acceptance by all, Jews 
and non-Jews alike, of “Israel- 
and” are very good ,for as one of 
the pupils in the senior class in 
the Congregation’s Sunday 
School so well expressed it “Pal- 
estine does nothing for the Jew- 
ish spirit—Israeland does.” My 
brother, Rabbi Joseph H. Wise of 
Staten Island, New York, is us- 
ing the term in his Congrega- 
tion’s newspaper to the exclu- 
sion of any other, while those in 
New York City with whom I am 
in contact have accepted it with- 
out much of a problem. It will, 
without doubt, require as much 
effort acquiring the habit of call- 
ing the Jewish Homeland “Eretz 
Israel,” “Eretz,” or “Israeland,”

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TURNING POINT HASN'T BEEN REACHED: 
SUGGESTS PROGRAM FOR ACHIEVEMENT 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

I regret that you found it nec- 
essary ‘to' mention my name in 
your report of the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds Assembly at Atlantic 
City, which may have given your 
readers the impression that I was 
personally responsible for the 
critical tone of the meeting at 
which I presided. While I am 
wholly in accord with the senti- 
ments expressed there, I think 
it should be emphasized that crit- 
icism of the lack of coordination 
among national agencies, and of 
their failure to provide for ade- 
quate representation of communi- 
ey viewpoints came from the del- 
egates themselves and reflected 
the continuing and widespread 
dissatisfaction with the conduct 
of Jewish affairs on a national 
level. 

The hope that the American 
Jewish Conference, or the C J F 
W F, or even the NCRAC, might 
become a truly representative, 
democratic organ of Ameriean 
Jewry has not materialized. And 
in the meantime the conditions 
that aroused this hope have per- 
sisted and deepened the convic- 
tion that “something must be 
done about it.” Hence the spon- 
taneous outbursts of the commu- 
nity delegates, still at a loss fora 
solution, but still insistent on the 
need for one. 

The calm that prevailed at the 
general sessions of the Assem- 
bly was misleading, and may per- 
haps be attributed mainly to skill- 
ful programming which left no 
opportunity to “let off steam.” 
Under the surface discontent still 
rankled. Your editorial optimism 
about a “turning point in Amer- 
ican Jewish history” is, to my 
mind, sadly premature. Neither 
the plan for a budgetipg service 
between the UJA and_ the 
CJFWF, representation on the 
UJA board, provides for any com- 
munity voice in policy making. 


Reader Suggests 
Simon Turn To Judaism 
Editor, National Jewish Post: 

I feel obligated to help Mr. N. 
Simon, of Chicago, Ill, who 
wants to know why we (Jews) 
resent Gentiles calling us “kikes” 
and “sheenies” when we bring it 
on ourselves. (Lefter to Editor 
Feb. 7). 

Mr. Simon is desperately ill 
mentally, or as Rabbi Steinberg 
puts it in his “Partisan Guide to 
the Jewish Problem,” Mr. Simon 
has a very “sick soul.” 

This mental disease has affect- 
ed many, many Jews who are ill 
just because they are Jews. They 
are ashamed of what they are 
and suffer from this “shame’’-—a 
sense of inferiority that drives 
them to the point where they 
become vicious anti-Semites 
themselves. 

It is primarily anti-Semitic 
propaganda (which is actually 
aimed only at Gentiles) that has 
taken hold on many Jews, 

I arrive at two conclusions: 1. 
That he is irreligious and has at- 
tempted to erase all traces of 
Jewishness from his personal-and 
family existence. 2. That he is 
not a Zionist. 

I say this because there is no 
question hut that to those Jews 
to whom Jewishness is positive 
anti-Semitism does not seem as 
large as it does to the others and 
they are less susceptible to self- 
contempt. And I assume that he 
is not a Zionist because this, too, 
is tied up with Jewish tradition 
and culture, and the fulfillment of 
the Zionist program means dig- 
nity, assurance and self-respect 
for all Jews verywhere. It will 
give us a healthy spirit and will 
do away with the uncertainties 


In fact, it is my guess that these 
moves are calculated to stave off 
just such an eventuality, and to 
substitute another false face for 
the real thing as in the case of 
the NCRAC. The Joint Defense 
Appeal meeting at St. Louis is 
another illustration of how the 
national ageneies create the il- 
lusion of community | participa- 
tion, while effectively maintain- 
ing the fractionalization of Jew- 
ish public life and using the com- 
munity merely to bolster fund- 
raising projects. It looks good 
on the surface, and a good many 
people are feoled by these de- 
vices. But the meeting you sing- 
led out for mention in your re- 
port proved that the basic gripes 
are still making themselves 
heard. 

This is my idea of the pro- 
gram that will produce a real 
“turning point”: 

1. Intensification’ of local or- 
ganization along community 
council lines; , 

2. Representation of local com- 
munities in a national body free 
from the domination of national 
functional agencies, or of local 
agencies without a mandate to 
speak for the entire community; 

3. Subordination of national 
functional agencies to such a rep- 
resentative, democratic organ. 

The CJFWF or the American 
Jewish Conference has_ the 
chance to develop into such a na- 
tional organ, if either has the 
foresight and leadership to en- 
vision and attain such 2 goal, If 
neither possesses. these attri- 
butes, then the people who spoke 
out at the Assembly, and those 
who didn’t get a chance to, will 
one day translate their gripes 
into constructive aetion, That 
will be the turning point.

WAS Feb. 22, 1901. 
Franklin P. Adams was 
calling on a Chicago author 
to sell him some life insur- 
ance. At 11 a. m. he found 
him having fresh strawber- 
ries for breakfast, which 
was still unusual back in 
1901. That’s when F. P. A., 
as this twentieth-century 
wit is affectionately known, 
decided “a writer’s life for 
me.” 

In 1903 he started a daily 
column entitled “A Little 
Bit About Everything,” and 
wrote a daily weather story 
for the Chicago Journal for 
$25 a week. A year later 
Adams moved permanently 
to New York, did the same 
sort of columning on the 
Evening Mail, Tribune, Her 
ald Tribune and Post suc- 
cessively until the famous 
radio program, “Informa- 
tion Please,” claimed his ex- 
clusive attention from 1938 
on. 

Outstanding wit and

Adams prides himself that 
he “can’t remember a thing 
that’s happened in the last 
10 years but remembers ev- 
erything before that.”
